live and to work and to eat. 
"This is a rather low type of po- 


litical Charlatanism. It would seem 
beneath the dignity of responsible 
government spokesmen. 


"The unemployed of the moment 


and other victims of the depression 
are not victims of the constitution. 


"The grace of God is not a mon- 


opoly of any political party or of 
any political faction; and it is 
gross calumny against the constitu- 
tion to represent it as the protector 
of property. 


"It is a protector of rights and 


the rights of the least and lowliest 
among us, quite as much as the 
rightsVof anyone." 


Colby drew applause from

NEED FOR RELIEF 


While t.he argument goes back and forth between Mr. Richberg and 


his critics as to just how far, if at all, the New Deal has helped us back 
on the road to prosperity, Commissioner William Hodson of the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare in New York City has issued a report on public 
relief in the nation's greatest municipality which, reveals the grim fact 
that the depression is still with us. 


Mr. Hodson declares that nearly 400,000 families, or about one- 


fourth of the entire population of New York City are now receiving as- 
sistance in the different forms of relief. Before the end of the year Mr. 
Hodson predicts that about a half million families in New York City 
alone, representing approximately 2,000,000 people will be on public re- 
lief. In the nation Mr. Richberg himself estimates that 5,000,000 fam- 
ilies will be on relief by February l, 1935. In part Mr. Hodson said: 


"More and more people seem to be coming to the end of Lheir 


resources with each new month. 
What a huge undertaking the relief 


work of the city is may be more readily appreciated when the picture is 
presented in terms of dollars. At the present rate we will have spent dur- 
ing the entire calendar year $201,000,000 for all forms of public relief in 
the city." 


Unfortunately New York is not the only city in the country in which 


relief is needed and will be needed in increasing degree during the com- 
ing winter. It will be necessary for every community and state do- its ut- 
most in assisting in the great humane program. Now is.the time to get 
ready for it. Drawing rosy pictures of the future will not solve the prob- 
lem.

vention Week will be observed again. The week, which has 


become a national custom, will be formally initiated by procla- 
mations by the President, governors of states, mayors of cities 
and other prominent persons in public and private life. 


During the week every citizen will have a splendid oppor- 


tunity to learn the fundamentals of fire prevention and con- 
trol. 
Through speeches, newspaper and magazine articles, ex- 


hibits and other means, an intensive'effort will be made to en- 
list the citizen's interest. 
He can blarne no one but himself if 


he fails to learn. 


Fire prevention is a civic duty which every citizen owes 


to himself and to every other person. 
We all pay for fire- 


we pay for it in lost business, destroyed jobs, higher taxes and 
insurance rates. 
Cr> the average, each family contributes $4.00 


a year as a tribute to Moloch—dollars which are destroyed as 
surely as if we tossed them into a stove. 
Worse still, three 


people—two adults and a child—out of each 39,000 of our pop- 
ulation,,are sacrificed to the pagen god—because we are ignor- 
ant and careless when it comes to fire. 


In the past, it has often been the experience that fire losses 


dropped during the week and for a short period thereafter,' only 
1o rise again as the public gradually forgot the information 
gleaned. 
This year we should look forward to the week and 


devote a little time during it to really learning the fundamentals 
of fire prevention, then remember and practice them in the 
future.

NEED FOR RELIEF 


While the argument goes back and forth between Mr. Richberg and 


his critics as to just how far, if at all, the New Deal has helped us back 
on the road to prosperity. Commissioner William Hodson of the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare in New York City has issued a report on public 
relief in the nation's greatest municipality which reveals the grim fact 
that the depression is still with us. 


Mr. Hodson declares that nearly 400,000 families, or about one- 


fourth of the entire population of New York City tire now receiving as- 
sistance in the different forms of relief. Before the end of the year Mr. 
Hodson predicts that about a half million families in New York City 
alone, representing approximately 2,000,000 people will be on public re- 
lief. In tho nation Mr. Richberg himself estimates that 5,000,000 fam- 
ilies will be on relief by February 1. 1935. In part Mr. Hodson said: 


"More and more people seem to be coming to the end of their 


resources with each new month. What a huge undertaking the relief 
work of the city is may be more readily appreciated when the picture is 
presented in terms of dollars. At the present rate we will have spent dur- 
ing the entire calendar year $201,000,000 for all forms of public relief in 
the city." 


Unfortunately New York is not the only city in the country in which 


relief is needed and will be needed in increasing degree during the com- 
ing winter. It will be necessary for every community and state do its ut- 
most in assisting in the great humane program. 
Now is the time to get 


ready for it. Drawing rosy pictures of the future will not solve the prob- 
lem. 


While the debate waxes hotter on how far we are out of the de- 


pression the relief rolls continue to grow. Another unfortunate circum- 
stance lies in the fact the cost of living,has increased materially during 
the past year, and this affects those whose incomes have not increased, 
as well as those whose incomes are larger, and the former are very much 
In the majority. It is time to tighten our belts and to get ready to do 
our bit In relieving the situation so far as possible. 


In spite of all the optomistic statements about what the New Deal 


has accomplished the relief rolls are longer than they were a year ago.

in effect the decision establishes 


the principle that "even the heat of 
anger and stress and excitement of 
a strike do not justify acts ol vio- 
lence by employees," 
While the decision was given in 


an oil strike situation, at'the plant 
of the Champlin Refining company, 
Enid, Okla., the broad implications 
of such a policy in the present wave 
of strikes over the nation lent un- 
usual importance .to the pronounce- 
ment. 


Employees found guilty of vio- 


lence in this strike were barred 
from 
reinstatement, under Mos- 


covitz' ruling. , 


Should this policy be applied on 


a wide scale in the present textile 
crisis, it is pointed out, the admin- 
istration would have for the first 
time, a powerful leverage in dealing 
with strike situations, coupled with 
the power to decide whether or not 
the government is justified in feed- 
ing strikers. 


Strikers Demand Relief 


Reports that relief is being de- 


manded by textile strikers locally in 
North and South Carolina textile 
strike areas brought from Harry L. 
Hopkins, federal relief administra- 
tor, a demand for names and ad- 
dresses. 
"Who are these babies?" he asked 


interrogators. 


He said needy textile strikers and 


their families will receive federal 
relief unless the National Labor 
board rules the strike is unjustified. 


Hopkins was reminded that Gen. 


Hugh S. Johnson, NRA head, had 
denounced the textile strike. Hop- 
kins' answer, in effect, was that he 
is not shaping relief policies in 
strikes on General Johnson's views.

In Lawrence County 


Because of the confusion which 


still exists in the minds of some 
voters KS to the status of districts 
voting dry In 1933 which ore voting 
osatn on the wet and dry question 
in November, The News has asked 
Assemblyman Wllllnm McElwee, Jr.. 
to clarify the situation. 


Mr. McElwec's explanation of the 


stnuis of these districts follows: 


Confusion exists In the minds ot 


some people as to the liquor refer- 
endum that will be voted on In some 
of the boroughs and townships this 
fall. I will try Lo explain, fl 


We have two separate and dis- 


tinct systems for the granting of 
liquor licenses In Pennsylvania. One 
ot these Is under the "Malt Liquor 
License Law" unri the other Is under 
the "Pennsylvania Liquor Control 
Act". 


Malt Liquor Licenses. 


Malt liquor licenses are granted by 


the county treasurer. The law pro- 
viding for them is an amendment 
of 
the 
"Beverage 
License Law" 


which wns approved May 3. 1933, 
which was before the IBth amend- 
ment was repealed and after the 
congress of the United States had 
declared 3.2 liquor non-Intoxicating. 
The amendment was passed after 
the IBth amendment was repealed, 
and. among other things, the name 
of the act was changed to the "Malt 
Liquor License Lnw". 


As to mult liquor "distributions", 


which is a euphemistic name for 
wholesalers, there can be no refer- 
endum or local option vote. 
Such 


licenses arc granted by the county 
treasurer, but the people of the 
township or borough have nothing 
to sny about it. 


Malt liquor licenses to sell a-t re- 


tail are also granted by the county 
treasurer, and as to them there is 
provision lor a referendum or local

A borough or township 
voting "dry" may thereby exclude 
such retail licenses, and the county 
treasurer cannot grant such licenses 
within such "dry" territory. One ot 
the amendments provided that where 
the vote was "dry" in 1933, under 
the 
"Beverage 
License 
Law" 
It 


should .remain "dry" under the 
"Malt Liquor License Law" until 
another election Is hqld and the vote 
Is "wet". The main difference between 
the "Beverage License Law" and the 
"MnlL Liquor License Law" Is that 
in ihc latter there is no limitation 
of alcoholic content, and the right 
to sell wines and alcoholic fruit 
juices Is taken away. The local op- 
tion feature remains the same, and 
as before, this subject can be voted 
on only in the odd numbered years. 


Liquor Control Board Licenses. 
Under the "Pennsylvania Liquor 


Control Act." the wholesale business 
Is done by the "Pennsylvania liquor 
stores". 
Such "Pennsylvania liquor 


stores" are set up when and where 
the "Liquor Control Board" at Har- 
risburg thinks best, without any lo- 
cal control over the matter whatso- 
ever, except that for too great prox- 
imity to a church, a school or to pri- 
vate residences, the court of quarter 
sessions of the county may prohibit 
the location of such a store at the 
place proposed. Otherwise the lo- 
cal people have nothing ot say about 
the location of a "Pennsylvania 
liquor store". 


Under the "Pennsylvania Liquor 


Control Act" licenses to sell liquor 
for' consumption on the, premises, 
which also Is a euphemistic way of 
describing the retail business, are 
also granted by the Liquor Control 
Board at Harrisburg. As to such li- 
censes the people have a right to 
vote, and in a borough or township 
voting "dry" such board has no right 
to grant a license. The vote on this 
subject may be taken either In the 
even numbered years or in the odd 
numbered years, but not 
oftener 


than once In four years. 


Retailers operating under a license 


granted by the board at Harrisburg 
can sell any kind of alcoliciic liquor, 
including malt liquor, even in a ter- 
ritory that voted "dry" In 1933 and 
thereby prevented the county treas-

If a borough- or township voted 


"dry" In 1933, and again votes "dry" 
In 1934, neither the country treas- 
urer nor the Liquor Control Boavd 
at Harrlsburg can grant a retail li- 
cense therein until another vote Is 
taken and the vote Is "wet". I trust 
that no one will be deceived by 
propaganda being circulated to the 
contrary hereof. 


Questions and Answers. 


The main questions tliftt have been 


asked me are: 


1—Can the county treasurer grant 


licenses to sell "high-powered beer, 
ale and porter" at retail In a terri- 
tory that voted "dry" In 1933, when 
the issue In 1933 was the sale of 3.2 
beer, etc? 


Answer: He cannot. 
2—Can the Liquor Control Board 


at Harrisburg grant a retail license 
authorizing the sale of beer, ale and 
porter in a territory that voted "dry" 
in 1933? 


Answer: Yes, until a vote Is taken 


under the local option provisions of 
the "Pennsylvania Liquor Control 
Act'' and the vote is "dry". Such 
licenses granted by said board au- 
thorize the sale of all kinds of alco- 
holic liquors, Including, by express 
words, those mentioned above. 


3—Can alcoholic liquors of any 


kind be sold at retail legally in a 
territory that voted "dry" in 1933, 
and again votes ."dry" in 1934? 


Answer: No, after the expiration 


of existing licenses, which will be 
January 1, 1935, and not until-an- 
other vote Is taken resulting "wet". 
This does not apply to medicines or 
sacrimental wines. 


4—If a territory voted "wet" In 


1933 or did not vote, and votes "dry" 
in 1934, can the county treasurer 
grant licenses to sell malt liquors 
therein? 


Answer: He can. 
5—If a territory voted "dry" in 


1933, 
and votes "wet" in 1934, can 


the board at Harrisburg grant li- 
censes to sell alcoholic liquors there- 
in? 


Answer: 
The county treasurer 


cannot, but the board at Harrisburg

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McElwee Explains Local 
Option Vote Situation 
In Lawrence County 


Because of the con fas ion which 
still exists in the minds of some 
voters hs to the status of districts 
voting dry in 1933 which are voting 
again on the wet and dry question 
in November, The News has asked 
Assemblyman William McElwee, Jr., 
to clarify the situation. 
Mr. McElwee’s explanation of the 
status of these districts follows 
Confusion exists in the minds of 
some people as to the liquor refer­ 
endum that will be voted on in some 
of the boroughs and townships this 
fall 
I will try to explain. ^ 
We have two separate and dis­ 
tinct systems for the granting of 
liquor licenses in Pennsylvania. One 
of these is under the "Malt Liquor 
License Law” and the other is under 
the '‘Pennsylvania Liquor Control 
Ac t * * 
Malt Liquor l icenses. 
Malt liquor licenses are granted by 
the county treasurer. The law pio- 
viding for them is an amendmcnt 
of 
the 
“Beverage 
License 
Law” 
which was approved May 3, 1933, 
which was before the 18th amend­ 
ment was repealed and after the 
congress of the United States had 
declared 3.2 liquor non-intoxicating. 
The amendment was passed after 
the 18th amendment was repealed, 
and. among other things, the name 
of the act was changed to the “Malt 
Liquor License Law”. 
As to malt liquor “distributions”, 
which is a euphemistic name for 
wholesalers, there can be no refer­ 
endum or local option vote. 
Such 
licenses are granted by the county 
treasurer, but the people of the 
township or borough have nothing 
to sny about it. 
Malt liquor licenses to sell at re­ 
tail are also granted by the county 
treasurer, and as to them there is 
provision for a referendum or local

option vote. A borough or township 
voting “dry” may thereby exclude 
such retail licenses, and the county 
treasurer cannot grant such licenses 
within such “dry” territory. One of 
t he amendments provided that where 
the vote was “dry” in 1933, under 
the 
“Beverage 
License 
Law" 
it 
should remain “dry” 
under the 
"Malt Liquor License Law’ until 
another election is held and the vote 
is “wet”. 'Hie main difference between 
the “Beverage License Law” and the 
“Malt Liquor License Law” is that 
in the latter there is no limitation 
of alcoholic content, and the right 
to .sell wines and alcoholic fruit 
juices is taken away. The local op- 
t.ion feature remains the same, and 
as before, this subject can be voted 
on only in the odd numbered years. 
Liquor Control Board Licenses. 
Under the “Pennsylvania Liquor 
Control Act” the wholesale business 
is done by the “Pennsylvania liquor 
stores”. 
Such “Pennsylvania liquor 
stores” are set up when and where 
the “Liquor Control Board” at Har­ 
risburg thinks best, without any lo­ 
cal control over the matter whatso­ 
ever, except that for too great prox­ 
imity to a church, a school or to pri­ 
vate residences, the court of quarter 
sessions of the county may prohibit 
the location of such a store at the 
place proposed. 
Otherwise the lo­ 
cal people have nothing ot say about 
the location of a “Pennsylvania 
liquor store”. 
Under the “Pennsylvania Liquor 
; Control Act” licenses to sell liquor 
for consumption on the premises, 
which also is a euphemistic way of 
describing the retail business, arc 
also granted by the Liquor Control 
Board at Harrisburg. As to such li­ 
censes the people have a right to 
vote, and in a borough or township 
voting “dry” such board has no right 
to grant a license. The vote on this 
subject may be taken either in the 
even numbered years or in the odd 
numbered years, but not oftener 
than once in four years. 
Retailers operating under a license 
granted by the board at Harrisburg 
can sell any kind of alcoholic liquor, 
including malt liquor, even in a ter­ 
ritory that voted “dry” in 1933 and 
thereby prevented the county treas-

Questions and Answers. 
The main questions that have been 
asked me are: 
1 -Can the county treasurer grant 
licenses to sell “high-powered beer, 
ale and porter” at retail in a terri­ 
tory that voted “dry” in 1933, when 
the issue in 1933 was the sale of 3.2 
beer, etc?

This does not apply to medicines or 
sacrimental wines. 
4—If a territory voted “wet” in 
1933 or did not vote, and votes “dry" 
in 1934, can the county treasurer 
grant licenses to sell malt liquors 
therein? 
Answer: He can. 
5—If a territory voted “dry” in 
1933, and votes “wet” in 1934, can 
the board at Harrisburg grant li­ 
censes to sell alcoholic liquors there­ 
in?Answer: 
The county treasurer 
cannot, but the board at Harrisburg 
can.

Option Vote Situation 


In Lawrence County 


Because of the confusion which 


sUU exists in the minds of some 
voters as to the status of districts 
voting dry in 1933 which arc voting 
again on the wet and dry question 
in November, The News has asked 
Assemblyman William McElwee, Jr., 
to clarify the situation. 


Mr. McElwee's explanation of the 


status of these districts follows: 


Confusion exists in the minds of 


some people as to the liquor refer- 
endum that, will be voted on in some 
of the boroughs and townships this 
fall. I will try to explain. 
<t 


We h»ivc two separate and dis- 


tinct systems for the granting of 
liquor licenses in Pennsylvania. One 
of these is under the "Malt Liquor 
License Law" and thr; other Is under 
the "Pennsylvania Liquor Control 
Act". 


Malt Liquor l.irenscs. 


Malt liquor licenses are granted by 


the county treasurer. The law pro- 
viding for them is an amendment 
of 
the 
"Beverage License Law" 


which wi\B approved May 3, 1933, 
which was before the 18th amend- 
ment was repealed and after the 
congress of the United States had 
declared 3.2 liquor non-intoxicating. 
The amendment was passed after 
the 18th amendment wns repealed, 
and, among other things, the name 
of the act was changed to the "Malt 
Liquor License Law". 


As to malt liquor "distributions", 


which is a euphemistic name for 
wholesalers, there can be no refer- 
endum or Jocal option vote. 
Such 


licenses are granted by the county 
treasurer, but the people of the 
township or borough have nothing 
to say about it.

Malt liquor licenses to sell rtt re- 


tail arc also granted by the county 
treasurer, and as to them there is 
provision for a referendum or local

.he "Beverage License Law" and the

,o sell wines and alcoholic fruit 
uiccs is taken away. The local op- 
.lon feature remains the same, and 
as before, this subject can be voted 
n only in tihe odd numbered years. 


Liquor Control Board Licenses. 
Under the "Pennsylvania Liquor 
!ontrol Act" the wholesale business 
s done by the "Pennsylvania liquor 
stores". 
Such "Pennsylvania liquor 


stores" are set up when and where 


"Liquor Control Board" at Har- 


•isburg thinks best, without any lo- 
cal control over the matter whatso- 
ever, except that for too great prox- 
mity to a church, a school or to pri- 
vate residences, the court of quarter 
sessions of the county may prohibit 
the location of such a store at the 
place proposed. Otherwise the lo- 
:al people have nothing ot say about 
,he location of a "Pennsylvania 
iquor store". 


Under the "Pennsylvania Liquor 


Control Act" licenses to sell liquor 
for' consumption on the premises, 
which also is a euphemistic way of 
describing the retail business, are 
also granted by the Liquor Control 
Board at Harrisburg. As to such li- 
censes the people have a right to 
vote, and in a borough or township 
voting "dry" such board has no right 
to grant a license. The vote on this 
subject may be taken either in the 
even numbered years or in the odd 
numbered years, but not oftener 
than once in four years. 


Retailers operating under a license 


granted by the board at Harrisburg 
:an sell any kind of alcoJjciic liquor, 
including malt liquor, even in a ter- 
ritory that voted "dry" in 1933 and 
thereby prevented the county treas- 


urer from granting licenses therein; 
to sell the same malt liquor. 


If a borough or township voted 


"dry" in 1933, find again votes "dry" 
in 1934, neither the country treas- 
urer nor the Liquor Control Board 
at Harrisburg can grant a retail lir 
cense therein until another vote is 
taken and the vote is "wet". I trust 
that no one will be deceived by 
propaganda being circulated to the 
contrary hereof. 


Questions, and Answers. 


The main questions trmt have been 


asked me are: 


1—Can the county treasurer grant 


icenscs to sell "high-powered beer, 
ale and porter" at retail in a terri- 
tory that voted "dry" in 1933, when 
the issue in 1933 was the sale of 3.2 
beer, etc? 


Answer: He cannot, 
2—Can the Liquor Control Board 


at Harrisburg grant a retail license 
authorizing the sale of beer, ale and 
porter in a territory that voted "dry" 
in 1933? 


Answer: Yes, until a vote is taken
